AMBOY— Do y ou hav e any old barn 
boards or cedar shing les? If so do not throw 
them away as these are some o f the materials 
used by Miss Kathy Challand to create beau­ 
tiful pictures. 
She has dev eloped a special technique for 
creating pictures on the wood with acry lic 
paint and recently sold a number of her pro­ 
ductions at a bazaar held in Shabbona. 
What makes this such a remarkable a c­ 
complishment is that Kathy is a quadripleg ic 
and must hold the brush in her teeth to paint. 
She sustained a broken neck in an automo­ 
bile accident about 10 y ears ag o and was par­ 
aly zed from the neck down. Throug h therapy 
she has reg ained limited muscular mov ement 
and is confined to a wheel chair. 
“ I beg an to paint about two y ears ag o 
while liv ing at the Franklin Grov e Nursing 
Center just because I needed something to 
do.” she said. ‘‘Mrs. J oy ce Miller, an artist, 
helped me g et started. I tried to hold the 
brushes in my hands but lacked the muscular 
coordination to make a picture. I became fru­ 
strated and g av e it up for a time. Then Mrs. 
J une Group encourag ed me to try ag ain. I hit 
upon the idea of holding the brush in my teeth. 
This is a slow and painful process and some­ 
times I g et so tense,” she said. ‘‘I keep dev el­ 
oping new skills and the pictures keep im ­ 
prov ing .” 
She also uses particle board and pressed 
board for her painting s. The shing les are 
scorched and then brushed with a wire brush 
to g iv e them a fine weathered look. 
Rose Dav is, with whom Kathy liv es, out­ 
lines the picture on the board and it is placed 
on a plastic box on top of the wheel chair tray 
to bring it to a more comfortable lev el for 
working . 
The idea for the bazaar was born last sum­ 
mer out of a necessity . Kathy needed a new 
folding wheel chair so that she could trav el in 
a car and hav e her wheel chair to take along . 


Ordinarily she uses an electric chair to g et 
around. She hit upon the idea of hav ing sort of 
a bazaar where she could sell some of ther 
painting s to help finance the project. She 
talked it ov er with her mother, Mrs. Reid 
Challand, Shabbona, and her sister, Mrs. 
Hug h Strawn, DeKalb. They in turn enlisted 
the aid of friends to prov ide numerous hand­ 
made items and baked g oods. The Shabbona 
American Leg ion Aux iliary had a lunch stand 
and the bazaar was most successful. 
"We hav e enoug h to g et the wheel chair I 
need and a substantial amount to turn ov er to 
Winning Wheels, Inc.” she said. 
Kathy is a director of the Winning Wheels 
org anization, which is planning to build a care 
center for wheel chair users near Prophets- 
town. The org anization helps handicapped 
people in v arious way s. One g oal is to make 
people aware of the architectural barriers to 
the handicapped, she ex plained. 


The National Parapleg ic Foundation is 
promoting a prog ram known a s a ccess 
awareness. In some cities an a ccess aware­ 
ness day has been declared and prominent 
people such as the may or, postmaster, etc., 
hav e v olunteered to spend a day in a wheel 
chair. This has resulted in crossing curbs to 
be chang ed to ramps and g mind-lev el en­ 
trances to be installed in public building s to 
accommodate the wheel chair users. 
It was for her efforts in behalf of the Win­ 
ning Wheels org anization that Kathy was 
named woman of the y ear by the Xi Beta Up- 
silon Chapter of Beta Sig ma Phi Sorority . 


Miss Challand is looking ahead to new 
g oals. She plans to try creating her own pic­ 
tures without any outlines and with just ideas 
which she would like to try to capture in her 
painting s. 
She reminded us that the Winning Wheels 
g roup is still collecting Betty Crocker coupons 
and bottle caps from Dietrite Cola, Dad’s 
Root Beer and Nehi.

The plan to consolidate 11 
townships under six million dol­ 
lars of assessed v aluation was 
approv ed. Howev er, committee 
member Leonard Appel, re­ 
portedly chang ed his earlier 
support of the measure. Appel 
said the adoption of this "will 
destroy g ov ernment within the 
county —each and ev ery day we 
are losing our rig hts, and I want 
people to know this,” Appel de­ 
clared. 


Committee chairman J ames 
McCaslin, who v iewed Appel’s 
chang e as a political mov e, 
maintained this was the first 
he’d heard of Appel’s chang e of 
feeling s. "Why didn’t y ou raise 
these objections at our meet­ 
ing ?” Appel responded by say ­ 
ing he did. 
A referendum v ote in the 
townships inv olv ed would need 
passag e befqre the consolida­ 


tion takes effect. 
Appel based his objection on 
wording and sta te laws, since 
termed a missprint. The law 
reads those townships contain­ 
ing less than six million dollars 
assessed v aluation “ or” more 
than 126 square miles should be 
consolidated. An attorney g en­ 
er a l’s opinion receiv ed by 
State's Attorney Richard Cald­ 
well indicated the word was to 
be "and," how ev er, Appel 
maintained “ the law is not sta ­ 
ted that way now.” 


State law 
requires county 
boards to adopt a consolidation 
plan before J an. 1, 19 74. The 
plan, if v oted down, becomes 
v oid and no chang e is made. 
The townships inv olv ed are 
Brookv ille, Ea g le Point, Grand 
Detour, L a fa y ette, Lincoln, 
Mary land, Nashua, Pine Creek, 
Rockv ale, Tay lor and Woosung 


The board approv ed a resolu­ 
tion to consolidate county board 
elections with a reg ular pri­ 
mary and g eneral election to be 
held in 19 74. Their action was 
taken after Gov ernor Walker 
sig ned a bill allowing consoli­ 
dation and will eliminate the 


county board primary which 
would hav e been held Feb. 12 
and the county board election 
scheduled for April 2. The two 
elections will be combined with 
the primary election to be held 
March 19 and the g eneral elec­ 
tion on Nov . 5. 
The approx imate sav ing s to 
the county by consolidation will 
be $40,000, 


A decision on a job cla ssifica ­ 
tion prog ram for all county em ­ 
ploy es was laid ov er until J anu­ 
ary . Cost of this study would be 
approx imately $2,000, accord­ 
ing to Larry Schmidt, Rock­ 
ford.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Supreme Court v oted 6 to 3 to­ 
day to g iv e police blanket au­ 
thority to conduct a complete 
search of any one they arrest 
lawfully . 
The decision represented a 
v ictory for adv ocates of g reater 
police latitude and broug ht a 
sharp dissent from the court’s 
three liberal members. 
In one of two search cases 
decided today , the Supreme 
Court ov erturned a ruling by 
the U.S. Circuit Court here 
which had told police they were 
only entitled to a “ pat down” 
search when they arrested a 
District of Columbia man on an 
outstanding traffic warrant. 
In searching the man, police 
turned up a cig arette packag e 
with heroin capsules in it. 
Under the Circuit Court rul­ 
ing the heroin could not be used 
as ev idence because the search 
ex ceeded constitutional limits. 
Under today ’s Supreme court 
ruling the heroin can be used 
as ev idence. 
"It is the fact of the lawful 
arrest w h ich establishes the au 
thority to search,” wrote J us­ 
tice William H. Rehnquist for 
the majority . 
J ustice Th u rg o o d Marsh all 
wrote in a len g th y dissent in 
which he said that the co u rt 
had retreated from lo n g -h eld 
principles by h o ld in g 
that the 
fact of th e arrest "alway s es­ 
tablishes th e au th o rity to 
con­ 
duct 
a 
fu ll 
search 
o f 
th e 
a rrestee’s p erso n . . .” 
He was joined in dissent b y 
J ustices William O. Doug las 
and William J . Brennan. 
"The 
majority ’s 
approach 
represents a clear and marked 
departure from our long tradi­ 
tion of case-by -case adjudica­ 
tion of the reasonableness of 
searches and seizures under the 
Fourth Amendment,” Marshall 
said 


Addressing the specifics of 
the ca se, Rehnquist said that 
the police officer, "hav ing in 
the course of a lawful search 
come upon the crumpled pack­ 


ag e of cig arettes ... was en­ 
titled to inspect it; and when 
his inspection rev ealed the her­ 
oin capsules, he was entitled to 
seize them ...” 
District of Columbia police 
reg ulations called for the kind 
of thoroug h body search that 
was made because the suspect 


was to be taken into custody . 
The Supreme Court also ruled 
6 to 3 to uphold a police search 
in a companion ca se from Flor­ 
ida 
In that case, marijuana cig a ­ 
rettes were found on a colleg e 
student arrested for failure to 
hav e a driv er’s license.

You 
talk about scandals, and the Ameri­ 
cans put theirs right in the store 
window for everybody to look at. 
“ When the railways of France, 
Germany and India were breaking 
down through age, it was the Ameri­ 
cans who rebuilt them. When the 
Pennsylvania Railroad and the New 
York Central went broke, nobody 
loaned them an old caboose. Both 
are still broke. 
“ I can name you 5,000 times when 
the Americans raced to the help of 
other people in trouble. Can you 
name me even one time when some­ 
one else raced to the Americans in 
trouble? Our neighbors have faced it 
alone, and I ’m one Canadian who is 
damned 
tired of 
hearing 
them 
kicked around. They will come out of 
this thing with their flag high. And 
when they do, they are entitled to 
thumb their nose at the lands that 
are gloating over their present trou­ 
bles. 
“ I hope Canada is not one of 
these.

W A SH IN G TO N - A special Dem­ 
ocratic commission which has been 
pondering ways to make the selec­ 
tion of Vice Presidential candidates 
more foolproof is expected to reject 
any major reform of the system lat­ 
er this week. 
Instead, the commission may 
recommend merely that the party’s 
next Presidential nominee be al­ 
lowed more time in which to pick 
his running mate. 


The group was established last 
year after the Eagleton boo-boo pro­ 
voked demands for change in the se­ 
cretive and hasty fashion in which 
Vice Presidential candidates have 
traditionally been chosen. The W a­ 
tergate crimes and the fall of Spiro 
Agnew have subsequently sharp­ 
ened public concern over the entire 
Presidential election process. 


But the Democrats do not seem 
ready for dramatic reform. The E x ­ 
ecutive Committee met secretly re­ 
cently and voted, by 11 to 1, not to 


tamper with the Presidential nomi­ 
nee’s power to select this running 
mate but simply to give him more 
elbow room in which to do it. The full 
commission is believed to be pre­ 
pared to ratify that modest proposal 
at its final session Thursday. 


The Executive Committee vetoed 
all proposals that would have re­ 
duced the Presidential nominee’s 
right to name his running mate, sub­ 
ject to what is usually pro forma ap­ 
proval by the convention. Members 
argued that the present system has 
generally worked reasonably well, 
with the* only major malfunctions 
being the choices of Sen. Thomas 
Eagleton and Agnew. 


The group approved a two-prong 
plan designed to relieve some of the 
pressure on the new Presidential 
nominee to make a judgment before 
he is ready. It proposed that the par­ 
ty’s new charter be debated and rat­ 
ified on the fourth day of the 1976 
convention, immediately following 
the selection of the Presidential

Focus on hydrogen 


An almost lim itless supply of 
fuel—odorless, tasteless, and as safe 
as gasoline or natural gas—exists all 
around us. It is practically pollution- 
free, for when it is burned, it produc­ 
es only energy and water vapor. Un­ 
like electricity, it can be stored. And 
no nation or region has a monopoly 
on it. 
It’s hydrogen, a basic component 
of water and the lightest and most 
abundant of all elements, declares 
Jam es H. Winchester in the Decem­ 
ber issue of Reader’s Digest. 
Scientists now are seeking ways 
to make it an economically practical 
fuel for everyday applications in the 
home, in industry, and for transpor­ 
tation, reports Winchester. No sci­ 
entific breakthroughs are needed to 
change water into hydrogen. What is 
required for its large-scale use as a 
fuel is wide-scale production. 
Hydrogen is increasingly in use, 
the article reports. It is carried 
without problems in some industrial 
pipelines in the U.S. and Germany, 
while in the Chicago area more than 
11 tons of liquid hydrogen is brought 
in daily in tank trucks and railroad 
cars that have been insulated to hold 
the minus 425 degrees Fahrenheit li­ 
quid. Over 60 billion cubic feet of hy­ 
drogen w ill be used this year in 
America in the manufacture of pe­ 


troleum 
products, glass, metals, 
chem icals, textiles, and drugs. 
Possibly hydrogen’s best known 
application has been in the U.S. 
space program, where it is the fuel 
that first boosted man to the moon. 
Burners in home gas appliances 
can be converted reasonably and 
quickly, so that hydrogen can fuel 
cooking, heating and cooling units. It 
could also replace the fossil fuels 
that now move electric generators. 
Even more efficiently, it could be 
used to power fuel cells, which were 
perfected for supplying electricity 
lor spacecraft in flight—and which 
can be built large enough to fuel a 
neighborhood or small enough for in- 
home use. 


Auto engines can also be modi­ 
fied to run on hydrogen. And be­ 
cause of its lightness, it’s especially 
suited for powering jet airplane en­ 
gines. 
In America we presently use one 
third of the world’s energy and (de­ 
spite any forthcoming efforts to re­ 
duce consumption) it is estimated 
that as this century nears its end, 
that figure will double. 


Hydrogen is not an answer to our 
pressing immediate needs but for 
relief from the drain on available 
supplies of energy.

Overcro wd in g problem 


A team of psychiatric research­ 
ers from the University of Florida is 
studying the effects crowded living 
conditions have on people. 
The study so far, according to the 
team ’s head, Dr. John Schwab, has 
so far shown that people who live in 
crowded dwellings have a higher 
tendency toward developing depres­ 
sion than those who live in uncrowd­ 
ed conditions This finding is partic­ 
ularly true among women. 
“ Overcrowding,” explained Dr. 
Schwab, “ is the ratio of persons to 
the number of rooms in a house. 
When the ratio is greater than one— 
when there is more than one person 
per room in a dwelling—there is 
overcrowding 


“ Overcrowding,” he continued, 
“ brings with it a social competition 
among the dwellers and also exces­ 
sive stimulation—these are not fac­ 
tors which 
are conducive to a 
healthy existence. Human beings 
need some degree of loneliness- 
some kind of sanctuary away from 
other people.” 


According to Dr. Schwab crowd­ 
ing is anathema to Americans even 
though historically crowding has 
been the world’s norm . 
“ Cities of the ancient world,” he 
said, “ the medieval world particu­ 
larly-contained thousands of in­ 
habitants within a few small acres. 
But they developed a means for liv­ 
ing closely together, So have the Es­ 
kimos. 
“ Culturally the Eskimos have de­ 
veloped fituals wheveby » whole 


group of people can live within the 
confines of an igloo for lengthy peri­ 
ods of time. They are taught they 
can live closely together. They are 
very quiet for instance and retire in 
separate corners. They have all 
sorts of special ways for reducing 
what we might call social competi­ 
tion and excessive stimulation. They 
have had to develop these rituals. In 
the continental U.S. we have always 
moved ‘west’ to find more space and 
room 
Culturally and traditionally 
we are not equipped to live in crowd­ 
ed circumstances.” 
Dr. Schwab believes that one rea­ 
son women suffer more from over­ 
crowding is that they do not have the 
same outlets available to them that 
men have. 
“ Males can escape from the 
home and be aggressive on the out­ 
side while the female is responsible 
for taking care of the household— 
I ’m talking about nurturing quali­ 
ties. And the fact that women are 
more likely to suffer from depres­ 
sion is particularly upsetting to me. 
That’s because not only are they suf­ 
fering but their emotional distress is 
communicated to their children and 
is carried over, in a sense, to suc­ 
ceeding generations.” 
According to Dr. Scwab over­ 
crowding is not just a problem of the 
poor. “ Generally we tend to asso­ 
ciate crowding with poverty. Our 
findings show this dues not hold ab­ 
solutely by any means. In fact, the 
very poor are often the aged who 
may live in a one-room flat. They’re 
not crowded.

words 
these days are “ full disclosure.” Top 
Republicans say if President Nixon 
will just give them and the nation an 
open accounting, he can begin to re­ 
gain credibility and get on with the 
job. But they are asking for Mars. 
In all gravity, it has to be said 
that there is no likelihood the Presi­ 
dent will offer Republicans or any­ 
body else anything approaching full 
disclosure, and very probably no 
way the courts, the Senate, the spe­ 
cial prosecutor or any other agency 
can extract it from him. 
There was a time when many 
Americans, including some sophisti­ 
cated inquisitors, thought the cele­ 
brated White House tapes would 
provide the basis for a pretty accu­ 
rate determination of Watergate and 
cover up events. They were under­ 
stood to be a nearly complete record 
o f what the President and his key 
aides said and did about the scan­ 
dals. 
Today, even before U.S. Judge 
John Sirica and his battery of elec­ 
tronic experts have heard a line of 
taped conversation, it is fair to say 
they are compromised and discred­ 
ited. 
By White House word, we know 
they are incomplete, not covering 
key conversations and thus incapa­ 
ble of clearing up serious conflicts of 
testimony before the Ervin Commit­ 
tee. 
We have been told, too, that por­ 
tions of conversations are unac­ 
countably missing, that other parts 
are inaudible, etc. 
Beyond the tape matter, we have 
been further informed that certain 
backup m aterials (like the Presi­ 
dent’s alleged dictated recollection 
of his June 20 telephone chat with 
form er Attorney General John 
M itchell) are not to be found.

pertaining to key Nixon aides was 
not turned over to investigators with 
the aides’ files but sluiced out and 
tucked securely away in the Presi­ 
dent’s privileged files. 
On top of all this, we have from 
Mr. Nixon himself a long series of 
public and private but partly leaked 
utterances on subjects ranging from 
the Watergate break-in to the cover- 
up, the milk fund deal, the financial 
aspects of his house purchases, 
which taken together comprise the 
most mystifying melange of “ ex­ 
planatory facts 
ever offered the 
public in defense of the conduct of so 
high a public official. 
The Ervin committee has com­ 
puterized all of its lengthy testi­ 
mony, and can presumably pinpoint 
conflicts almost instantly. It is high­ 
ly doubtful if there exists anywhere, 
however, a complete “ central bank” 
of testimony and utterances from 
which diligent investigators could at 
least make a chart of the known, the 
unknown, 
and 
the 
conflicting 
aspects of Watergate. 
It is dream stuff, then, to imagine 
that the President, for his own gain 
and that of worried Republicans (not 
to mention the country), is going to 
stir this weird brew of baffling in­ 
gredients and come up with a magic 
potion called “ full disclosure.” 
Predictions are perilous, but I ’ll 
risk one: neither we nor tomorrow’s 
historians are ever going to know the 
full story. I take my daring from the 
demonstrable fact that today—50 
years after 
President 
Harding’s 
death—we still do not know some of 
the crucial elements of the three big 
scandals that engulfed his regime. A 
principal presumed offender, Harry 
Daugherty, was never convicted, 
nor was a dime of illegal gain every 
traced to him. Half a century hence, 
historians may still very likely be 
probing vainly for “ full disclosure” 
on Watergate.

vice. 


The lone dissenting vote was cast 
by former Massachusetts Gov. En- 
dicott Peabody, who has cham­ 
pioned a scheme under which the 
Presidential and Vice Presidential 
candidates would run independently 
on the ballot on separate lines. He 
also would give the Vice President a 
full vote in the Senate to enhance his 
separate identity and powers. 


The Peabody proposal was re­ 
jected by the m ajority on 
the 
grounds that a President could not 
function properly with a potentially 
disloyal Vice President and there­ 
fore he ought to have the right to 
name the person who would be his 
heir-apparent and running mate. Al­ 
so operating against the Peabody 
plan was the fact it would require a 
Constitutional 
amendment,

Crisis fuels 
p o wer struggles

We shall all go through a great 
deal more suffering than necessary 
from fuel shortages in the months 
ahead because of firvolous human 
bottlenecks and vanities. 
A highly placed scientist in a key 
agency submitting an urgent energy 
report to his top boss was asked only 
one question “ W ill this program 
bring me the most publicity?” 
A White House insider admits to 
programs being held up by battles 
over whose empire will be expand­ 
ed. 
A government official investigat­ 
ing the reason several major com­ 
panies were stalling on adopting 
proven methods of fuel saving found 
the managers were afraid that tak­ 
ing action at this time would leave 
them open to charges of previous in­ 
efficiency. 
One technical man reports so 
many industrial managers 
have 
regularly refused to deal with ener­ 
gy-saving innovations that Am eri­ 
can inventors have been forced to go 
to Europe to get their ideas market­ 
ed. 
An engineer official reports that 
an inter-agency meeting on the en­ 
ergy problem he attended recently 
bogged down so heavily in ideologi­ 
cal discussions nothing could be ac­ 
complished. He came away with the 
conviction some officials are more 
interested in agonizing over philoso­ 
phy than in attacking the technical 
problems. They just won’t leave pol­ 
icy to the President and congress, he 
complains. 
Other o fficials tell me that 
they’ve found some bureaucrats so 
rabidly anti-Nixon they’re fighting 
any energy ideas from the White 
House. On the opposite side of the 
fence, some Nixon appointees blind­ 
ly oppose any ideas which don’t 
serve political ends. 
A Congressman says that eager- 


beaver senators and representatives 
have put 300 to 400 energy bills in the 
hopper to get in on this crisis band­ 
wagon. Few of these men, he says, 
really understand fuel-energy busi­ 
ness. Their self-serving bills only 
add to the confusion and delay. But 
their activity brings favorable let­ 
ters from constituents back home. 
A 
confirmed 
environmentalist 
told his colleagues at a discussion 
this reporter attended, that Con­ 
gressmen attempting to jump on the 
environm ental bandwagon 
and 
those submitting to the pressure of 
strong anti-pollution groups have 
voted for laws which are indefensi­ 
ble from any scientific standpoint, 
laws which severely handicap at­ 
tempts at conserving energy and in­ 
creasing fuel production. 
A bureaucrat fumes at agencies 
which resist energy-saving and pro­ 
duction-incentive programs which 
call for redefinitions of their objec­ 
tives, even when the 
proposals 
would strongly benefit the nation in 
this crisis—exceptions to the anti­ 
trust laws which would make possi­ 
ble joint industry funding and coop­ 
eration in energy savings and ener­ 
gy increasing programs, expansion 
of rapid tax writeoff systems and tax 
exemption programs to encourage 
more fuel economy and fuel substi­ 
tution 
innovations, 
allocation 
of 
scarce m aterials to assist those in­ 
dustries which take high risk gam­ 
bles in fuel production and fuel effi­ 
ciency, and government testing of 
new technology to reduce somewhat 
the industrial risks involved. 
Says one scientist-official: we 
must face the fact that throughout 
much of American industry and gov­ 
ernment there has been for some 
time an increasing reluctance by 
high officials to stake their careers 
on high-risk ventures, whether in en­ 
ergy or anything else.

Danville police ch ief William O. 
Brey h as been named h ead of 
th e law enforcement division of 
th e Illinois Conservation De­ 
partment. 


Brey was appointed Monday 
by department Director Anth o­ 
ny T. Dean, wh o said h e will 
establish a merit sy stem for 
state conservation officers to 
raise th eir status and remove 
th em from th e political patron­ 
age sy sten.

ch ological tests sim ilar to th ose 
given state troopers and will

course. 
He said no applicant over 33 
will be accepted and th at all 
applicants will h ave to agree to 
serve any wh ere in th e state. 
“None of th ese elementary 
standards for selecting con­ 
servation officers h as ever been 
applied,” h e said. 
Dean said th at because of 
state personnel code require­ 
ments, conservation officers 
now on th e pay roll will be re­ 
quired only to pass th e ph y sical 
tests, alth ough th ey will later 
receive on-th e-job training.

Historic house near Polo is restored 


By KATHLEEN SAMUEL 
POLO— Th e “Stone House,” featuring a 
collection of talents of many people, is located 
on th e Freeport Blacktop between U.S. 52 and 
111. 64. It is owned and operated by Mrs. Wil­ 
bur Bowman and Mrs. Frank Wales. 
Th e h ouse was built in 18 44 by Joh n Law­ 
son and was later sold to Mrs. Bowman’s 
great-grandfath er, Jacob Cash man. 
Th e h ouse was built of stone, plaster, lath 
and more plaster. Th e walls are 25 inch es 
th ick. Th e window sills are 21 inch es th ick and 
make display nich es for some of th e h and­ 
made items for sale in th e sh op. 
It is composed of 12 rooms pius a basement 
area of a utility room with a fireplace, a vege­ 
table and fruit room, and a “spring” wh ere 
th e early owners kept th eir butter, cream , 
milk and such perish able foods. Th e old sum ­ 
mer kitch en is being turned into a small tea 
room at th e present time, wh ere tea, coffee 
and lunch es will be served. 
Th e veranda winds around th e east and 
south sides of th e Stone House and steps lead 
to th e back of th e h ouse for an outside entry to 
th e basement rooms. Anoth er unusual feature 
of th e h ouse is a windowless upstairs bed­ 
room , plus th e fact th e old h ouse h ad only one 
closet. 
Th e original floor plan of th e h ouse, scrib­ 
bled on a sh eet of brown paper, and oth er h is­ 
torical documents were found by th e Bow­ 
mans in th e closet wh en th ey started th e re­ 
modeling of th e h ouse about a y ear ago. Some 
of th e original furniture found in th e struc­ 
ture h as been restored and placed in th e ap­ 
propriate rooms. 


Large wooden beams, taken from oth er old 
b*jildings on th e farm, h ave been refinish ed 
and used for decoration in th e h ouse, such as a 
big wooden beam arch way th at stands in 
wh at was originally th e kitch en.

Tlw Holiday season brings 
celebrations and Christm as 
get-to-gethers, and all too often 
it brings destruction to a 
favoirite dress, furniture or 
some other home furnishing. 
Spills and accidents do happen 
and stains do appear, but the 
results need not be disastrous if 
prompt attention is given to the 
problem . 
The 
Cooperative 
Extension Service has bulletins 
and information available on 
stain 
removal 
and 
clothing 
care. 
These few tips may help you 
overcom e 
the 
potential 
disasters of the Holiday season. 
When fruit juice is spilled on 
a fabric, take the time to 
sponge the spot with cool water 
as soon as you can. Some juices 
may dry and become invisible. 
But unless the juice is removed, 
a yellow, hard-to*remove stain 
m ay appear later through 
aging of the application of heat. 
If the cool water treatment 
doesn’t remove the stain, you 
might try these suggestions: 
Pour boiling water through the 
spot from a height of one to 
three feet. Sponge the stain 
with glycerine and water or a 
v in e g a r- w a te r s o lu tio n , 
followed by a clear water rinse. 
Blot dry with a towel. 
Alcoholic Beverages — To 
remove alcohol from washable 
articles, sponge the stain first 
with cool water or soak the 
stain in cool 
water for 30 
minutes or longer. If water 
alone doesn’t work, you may 
need to use a detergent followed 
by thorough rising. 
For 
non-washables, 
follow 
the same treatment as wash- 
ables, except do not soak for a 
long period. A final sponging 
with alcohol helps to remove 
the detergent and to dry the 
fabric more quickly. Test 
alcohol on the fabric first to be 
sure it does not affect the dye. 
The alcohol in the alcoholic 
beverages w ill cause bleeding 
of some dyes, which results in 
loss of color or formation of a 
dye ring around the edge of the 
stain. When either change oc­ 
curs, the original appearance of 
the fabric cannot be restored. 


G ravy—A Combination Stain 
— Com bination stains are 
caused by m aterials that con­ 
tain 
both 
greasy and 
non- 
greasy substances. For wash­ 
able articles, sponge the stain 
with cool water. Or soak the 
.stain in cool 
water for 30 
minutes or longer. If the stain 
remains, work detergent into 
the stain, then rinse thoroughly. 
Allow the article to dry. 
If a greasy stain remains, 
sponge with a grease solvent. 
Allow to dry. Repeat if neces­ 
sary. If a colored stain remains 
after the fabric dries, use a 
chlorine or peroxygen bleach.

Hearings set 
for feedlots 


S P R IN G F IE L D — The Il­ 
linois Pollution Control Board 
has scheduled public hearings 
in four communities to consider 
a new proposed regulation 
governing livestock feedlots. 
The proposed regulation was 
submitted to the Pollution Con­ 
trol Board by an agriculture 
advisory com m ittee which 
included representatives of 
livestock organizations and 
environmental groups. 
The 
com m ittee 
was 
organized after the Pollution 
Control Board tabled a first 
proposal last spring at the re­ 
quest 
of 
the 
Illin o is 
En- 
viV on m e n t a l 
P r o t e c t i o n 
Agency. Chairman of the com­ 
mittee is Gilbert Fricke, a 
Petersburg farm er. 
One of four hearings w ill be 
held Feb. 6 at 9 a.m. at the Lee 
County 4-H Center. 
The new proposed regulation 
would directly affect, through a 
permit 
program, 
about 
125 
large feedlots in Illinois, ac­ 
cording to Jim Frank, agricul­ 
ture advisor at the Illinois E P A . 
There are an estimated 40,000 
feedlots in the state. 
“ All feedlots causing air or 
water pollution are covered in 
the 
proposed 
regu lation ,’’ 
Frank added. 
“ The committee felt that any 
regulation should first focus on 
the big pollution problems,’’ 
Fran k said. Frank was a 
member of the committee. 
Under the new proposal, live­ 
stock producers would be re­ 
quired to apply for a pormit if 
their operation is a confined 
feeding facility that has con­ 
tained, for 30 days or m w e dur­ 
ing the last year, 1,000 feeder 
cattle, 700 dairy cattle, 2,500 
swine, 10,000 sheep, 55,000 
turkeys, 5,000 ducks, or 100,000 
laying hens if the facility has 
continuous overflow watering 
or 30,000 laying hens if the 
fa cility has liquid m anure 
handling systems. 
The proposed regulation also 
provides guidelines to assist 
producers in determining the 
amount of manure storage re­ 
quired for different siz^ and 
types of animal feedlots. 
“ The new regulation a t­ 
tempts to control water and air 
pollution 
which 
m ight 
be 
caused by mismanagement of 
feedlots,’’ Frank said, “ and at 
the same time insure 
that 
Illinois can maintain a profit­ 
able livestock industry.’’ 
The 
U .S. 
Environm ental 
Protection Agency has indi­ 
cated that federal permits will 
be required for liv^tock feed­ 
lots if state permit programs, 
such as the program being 
proposed, are not enacted. 
The Pollution Control Board 
has the authority, after holding 
public hearings on the proposal, 
to modify the proposal and to 
enact the proposal into law. 
Anyone who wishes to testify 
at the public hearings will be 
able to do so, Frank said.
